Mrs. Henrietta M. King, who own*

adventurous steamship captain who 
had brought bis boat 
up 
th* Bio 
Grande. 
King and the beautiful Hen­ 
rietta Chamberlain were married and 
w ith his savings brr husband bought 
* big tract of land for * few cast* 
an acre. 
They went to live upon tbs 
ranch anil for many years Mrs. King 
endured danger* and privations. 
H ostile Indiana wert so numerous 
and threatening that tha ranch bota* 
of tha K ings was surrounded by a 
stockade and upon tha fist top of the 
reeidenc* were mounted cannons and 
in the walla of the house were port­ 
hole* for rifle*. 
Many tim es the In­ 
dians and Mexican outlaws attacked 
the ranch headquarters but they were 
alwaya driven off. 
From time to time Captain King 
added to Ma ranch possessions until 
he became one of the greatest cattle 
barons of the southwest.

ly all are wealthy. 
Pawnbrokers bring their unredeem­ 
ed pledges to the auction rooms where 
sa Irs arc held daily. 
A pawnbroker 
hands in for sale, for instance, a dia­ 
mond l ing and t* lls how much he 
wants for it—<*onfblentinl!y 
to the 
auctioneer. 
T h e auctioneer passes the 
ring front hand to hand in a circle 
of speculators aliout him. 
Ile is 
seated in a chair on an elevation. 


When the article ii returned he asks 
for a hid.

Boston are starting off in the world 
with their feet flat on the ground. 
There’ll be no mixing of babies. 
Too m any'tim es the child of Irish 
parents has found itself with Swed­ 
ish parents, and vice versa, as the 
case might be. But the mites are done 
with such carelessness. They're stand­ 
ing up and declaring themselves 
So it is that every baby born in 
the Boston City Hospital, some 1000 
or more a year, makes his first tangi­ 
ble impression upon the world stand­ 
ing on his feet. 
Soleprint# are being taken <f each 
infant as it enters the world. This, 
the latest device to insure positive 
identification, is supposed to be as 
infallible as fingerprints 
arc 
with 
adults. 
“The fingers of a new-born baby 
are too soft to make a print impres­ 
sion,’’ ex; loins Dr. Ilegitilld M.irge- 
son, in charge of the sjle-print work. 
“It was the idea of Professor ll. lf. 
Wilder, of Smith College, to take silo 
prints and we arc doing it with great 
success.” 
To double insure identification both 
the baby and its mother are regis­ 
tered beforo they leave the delivery 
room—the baby by sole [ riots ami 
the mother by fingerprints. 
“Not only does this precaution pro­ 
tect the babies’ true identification,” 
snjs Dr. Matteson, “but 
it 
ulso 
serve# in cases where a mother, re­ 
leased from the hospital, abandons 
hep child on the doorsteps of some 
stranger's home. 
“The days of foundlings arc over." 
he continues, “for 
on 
abandon'd 
baby, brought here to the soleprint 
office, would be readily identified and 
its mother located.” 
Dr. Margcson declares that moth­ 
ers are leaving the cit* hospital with 
lighter hearts than they use! to, for 
there was alway* the cbam’t that the 
child they beld was not theirs. Be­ 
sides tho soleprints each infant Is 
identified by bracelets; one of adhe­ 
sive tape with his name written on 
if, and the other of letter bead.'. He 


letters spelling tho child’i same. 
It nil sounds very simple, and it is 
once done, but some of the more am­ 
bitious babies ars fretful with the 
ceremony. 
"Some of them squirm and cry sud 
move their feet and hands I nceas- 
ingly," the doctor says.

get 
their soleprints th# nurse has to do 
in it hit-and-run fashion so that the 
print isn’t smudged. But eventually 
every babe’s print is there and as 
long as we have the records that 
child can be identified.” 
In years to come, when this gen­ 
eration of soleprinted babies grow up, 
there’ll be no more romantic storks 
of mistaken identity, tons of kings 
raised as gipsies, men with I’atrick 
blood raised as Isidore. Tile wrinkle 
or the whorl on his foot will preserve 
his identity.

Reports Show Astonishing 


Progress in Reconstruc 
tiop, With Franc Nearing 
Recovery

The remarkable

France has made astonishing pro? 
ress in trade, industrial developmen 
and reconstruction, and may even be 
ronsidered economically more stron; 
"Jinn she was in 3914. 


With all the disappointments over 


Sermany'g failure to co-operate in 
reconstruction as laid down by the 
peace treaty, Trance has been indus- 
•rious in her own behalf. Her achieve- 
ncnts are marshall»d in hard facts 
ind figure* by J. R. Cahill,' commer- 
•ial counsellor at the British embassy 
here, in his report of the economic 
conditions in France, which, revised 
and published, covers the post-war 
period up to the first of July. 


He made an exhaustive study of the 


situation for official use in connec- 
tion -nith the British department of 
overseas trade. Some of the outstand- 
ing points of his report are: 


The entire population of the coun- 


try continues in full employment, and 
there is a weekly average of COO im- 
migrant workers to cope with the 
demand for more labor. 


Trades Are Prosperous 


The great trades of France/ almost 


without ciception 
are 
prosperous. 


France's forPign trade, which, in 1022 
surpassed pre-war figures, continues 
to increase. For the first six months 
"f 192i exports exceeded those of 
the same period in 1923 by 2,300,- 
000 tons. 


Industrial capacity is now superior 


from material 
and technical stand- 


points to that of 1914. 


The damaged coal mines, 
which 


jieldH 1500 tons in January. 1919, 
yielded last May 1.260,000 tons, and 
the total output wi!! soon surpass the 
prewar figure. 


France will this year raise by tax- 


ation gii timos the revcntip of 1914 
and three times that of 1019. 


France's expenditure of 1919 was 


more than five times her income. Last 
year it was only one and one-half 
times, and this rear the operation 
of the Fiscal Reform Act and other 
measures proposed kr the new govern- 
ment will tend further to balance the 


state budget. 


Cahill nays that "the brilliant eco- 


nomic revival that ensued in the early 
months of 1022 ban ai jet cuffered 
no eclipse." 
Ilia conclusion*, after 


painstaking labor to set «t the facts, 
ure most optimistic, lie expresses 
them aa follows: 


1. It can burdly be doubted as 


result of tbe energetic fiscal measure* 
of tbe notable rebirth of general con- 
fidence and of the persistence of the 
extremely prosperous economic con- 
ditions of the country, the public fi- 
nances, which have already traveled 
their •worst period, will successfully 
tide over the remaining period of 
trial. 


2. ^Thc positive factor that fcliould 


tell in favor of a not too remote 
recovery of tbe franc 
are 
many. 


France should rapidly regain, and, in- 
deed, considerably surpass her former 
productivity, as a result both of tbe 
reconstruction of the devastated areas 
and of tbe improvement as regards 
equipment, magnitude of units and or- 
ganization, in the coal, mining, metal- 
lurgical, engineering, teitile and oth- 
er industries therein, and in the gen- 
eral improvement in the manufactur- 
ing power of other ar<>as. Alsace and 
Lorraine have a!.so given her new 
resources 
in 
raw material, ores, 


potash, oil. as well as several highly 
developed industries. 
Her general 


improvement—in the railway, canal 
and port systems have been consider- 
ably advanced if not completed, as in 
the casu of the railways. The weight 
of unduly large imports on the franc 
wiil, therefore, tend to dimini«h with 
aer increased productivity in indus- 
try and agriculture. 


Franc Should Recover 


3. Granted fairly normal develop- 


ments, thf primary causes of the de- 
preciation 
of tho franc—undue ci- 


>ansion of the fiduciary currency and 
:he far greater indirect inflation by 
the unbroken policy of loans or is-

ihould recover its gold value by tbe

G3 for steel, 7S for 
sugar and 93 for linen yarns, and also 
that they held about 60 per cent of 
the cotton spindles, nearly all of the 
noolcombing mills and a high pro- 
portion of jute, chemical, engineer- 
ing and other industrial production.

This crent plant, largest uml most 


complete of it* kind and a distinct- 
ly salvage development, ban n capaci- 
ty of daily producing cbarconl and 
chemical product to the 
value of 


more than $11.000 on the basis of 
present day prices. 


It alao constitutes the fiftb unit 


in the wood working industry which 
th* ccapany baa co-ordinated under 
one bead at Iron Mountain, including 
everything from raw materials to the 
finished product and the reclamation 
of waste. The five ure logging, saw 
mills, dry Itilns, body part plant and 
•wood distillation. 
' Under the magic of modern science. 
ftardwood scraps 
and sawdust from 


the 
Ford 
saw mills 
and 
amall, 


gnarled and otherwise useless tree 
limbs from tbe Ford forests are now 
made to give up a score of valuable 
products. From a ton of such wood 
the iron Mountain distillation plant 
reclaims: 


135 pounds of acetate of lime. 
63 gallons of 82 per cent methyl 


alcohol, 


610 pounds of charcoal, 
15 gallons of tar, heavy oils, light 


oili and creosote, 


600 cubic feet of fuel gas. 
The charcoal, 
pressed 
into bri- 


quettes, is suitable for producing the 
Intensely hot fires required to purify 
high-grade iron and also is being 


, told through Ford commissaries as 


an exceptionally clean and economical 
fuel for home use. 


Tar recovered from the wood, upon 


further distillation yields pitch, wood 
creosote and flotation oils, all of 
which are used in the Ford organi- 
sation. 
The pitch is used for seal- 


ing batteries and insulating coils: 
the creosote as a 
preservation for 


poles, posts and railroad ties, and the 
flotation oils for mining purposes in 
the Ford mines. 


The group of by-productb contain- 


ing methy alcohol and acid, after be- 
ing neutralized with lime, go to stills 
where the alcohol is driven off 
Tbe 


lime, combining with the acetli acid 
makes calcium acetate and from this 
there is produced ethyl acetate, groat 
quantities of which are used at tbe 
Highland Park plane of tne company 
in the manufacture of leather cloth 
for automobile tops and jpbolstery. 


The methyl alcohol coming off goes 


to the refinery and emerges as methyl 
acetone and methyl alcohol, useful as 
•olvents or denaturing agents. The 
remaining oils and the gas are used 
as fuel. 


Comprising the giant wood distilla- 


tion plant at Iron Mountain are two 
main buildings, each with four and 
rix story sections. The carbonization 
building, where the process starts, is 
360 feet long and 00 feet wide, and 
the Distillation building, where chem- 
ical products are made, is 300 feet 
by 00 feet. 


The buildings are furnished 
with 


heat by a Etenm power plantr a unique 
feature of which 
is 
a 
horizontal 


•mokestack ten feet in diameter and 
more than 300 feet long, which con- 
nects the two big buildings furnish- 
ing heat for. wood drying. 


Mechanics] installation, driers, re- 


torts, condensers, stills, etc., -are the 
largest ever placed in a plant of tbe 
kind. Tbe Stafford process of wood 
distillation which effects the great- 
est measure of wood conservation, is 
used, instead of the old oven process. 
The latter requires good-sized pieces 
of wood, while tbe Stafford process 
can use anything of a cellulo«e struc- 
ture—sawdust, shavincs. chip?, bark, 
corncobs, even nut shells—and con- 
vert it into charcoal and valuable by- 
products.

HARD PROBLEM 


Cause Should Be Thought

The diagnosis of a trouble is a.

Dur- 
ing the time the tide is flownig, a 
certain number of tidal water tur- 
bines will be developinc electricity 
directly, while others will be pump- 
ing water from the estuary to a high- 
level storage reservoir, where it will 
he kept until the tidal flow cea->«s.

Nothing is dealt in but jewelry, 


watches, antiques and such valuable 
articles as high-class field glasses. 


'Several buildings on the west side 


of the Bowery, between Hester and 
Canal streets, house the auction rooms 
and exchanges. 
The memlwrship is 


exclusive. "*"The personnel 
seldom 


varies, except as sons or nephews of 
the traders succeed to the business 
as the older men retire or die. Near- 
ly all are wealthy. 


Pawnbrokers bring their unredeem- 


ed pledges to the auction rooms where 
•sales are held daily. A pawnbroker 
hands in for sale, for instance, a dia- 
mond ring ami tolls how much lie 
wants for it—confidentially 
to the 


auctioneer. The auctioneer passes the 
ring from hand to hand in a circle 
of speculators about him. 
He is 


seated in a chair on an elevation. 


Wheii the article if returned he nsks 
for a bid. 


The bidders express their ambitions 


by pinching the anatomy of the auc- 
tioneer at various points from his 
ankle to his neck. 
When the bid- 


ding opens lie is literally covered with 
hands. 
Each hand has its allotted 


place. The auctioneer knows, for ex- 
ample, thflt the hand on his right 
knee is that of Morris Hirsch, the 
hand on the left knee is that of Ja- 
cob Babinowitz, the hand grasping 
his left elbow is that of Ilymau Co-** 
han, and so on.

LONDON, Oct. 11.—The House of 


Commons, looking steadily in the di- 
rection of the U. S. A., desires to 
know: 


Who is the American gentleman 


v\ho purcbabed from an antique dealer 
in Merau, the old capital o£ Tyrol, 
some time in December, 1922, an old 
English, 17th century, ivory statuette 
tepresenting Mary, Queen of Scots? 


The House of Commons, as it hajj- 


peus, is deeply interested in the ivory 
statuettes produced in the IGOO's and 
representing English historical scenes. 
These little fisures, about 13 inches 
hiffb, are peculiarly made.

So it is tbat every baby born ii 


the Boston City Hospital, some 1000 
or more a year, makes bis first tangi 
blc impresbion upon tbe world stand 
ing on his feet. 


Soleprints are being taken of each 


infant as it enters the world. This 
tbe latest device to insure positive 
identification, is s>unpobcd to b? as 
infallible as fingerprints 
are 
with 


adults. 
« 


"The fingers of a new-born baby 


are too soft to make a print impres 
sion," extlains Dr. lEcgiiii'd M.irge- 
son, in charge of the •soln-print work. 
"It was the idea of Professor II. H 
Wider, of Smith College, to take «h 
prints and we are doing it with great 
success." 


To double insure identification both 


the baby and its mother are regis- 
tered beforo they leave tLe delivery 
room—tbe baby by sole rrlntd aud 
the mother by finserprints. 


"Not only does this precaution pro- 


tect the babies' true-identification," 
says Dr. Margeson, "but 
it 
also 


serves in cases where a mother, re- 
leased from the hospital, abandons 
ber child on the doorsteps of some 
stranger's home. 


"Tbo days of foundlings are orer," 


he continues, "for 
an 
abandoned 


baby, brought here to the soleprint 
office, would be readily identified and 
its mother located." 


Dr. Margeson declares that moth- 


ers are leaving1 tbe citr hospit.il witlr 
lighter hearts than they used to, for 
there was always tbe chance- tbat the 
child they held was not theirs. Be- 
sides tbo soleprints each infant is 
identified by bracelets; one of adhe- 
sive tape with his name written on 
it, and tbe other of letter beads, tbe

and rather narrow shape makes it 
unusuallv con\enent. Ironing board, 
dresser and worktable are among the 
built-in 
features that lighten 
the 


housewife s task. 
A rear entry is 


provided for the handy reaching of 


Upstairs there are four corner bed-

rooms with cross ventilation. 
Each 


has a clothes closet and one has also 
a tray case built in. In the hall theie 
is an ampli linen case. 
One of the 


economical features of this house, 
besides its oempact, square arrange- 


ment, is the use of itandard mater- 
ials throughout, including standard- 
ized woodwork. 


It ihould cost about $G,9SO to build 


this house in the avenge community.

This action, taken at a formal cabi- 


net meeting, adds a happy chapter to 
a war drama that has been tragic. 
Ihe Grand Cross ig a distinguished 
honor to a French general. 
It has 


taken 10 years for France to honor 
General Lanrezac. 


When tbe French were forced into 


the field in August, 1014, 
General 


Lanrezac was one of the most trust- 
ed leaders. He wag put in charge of 
the fifth army, which was assigned 
to the left position to btem the Ger- 
man tide. This army took position 
between Sarabre and Meusc. 


From tho very first hour, Genenil 


Lnnrezac predicted that the German! 
would crosa Belgium. HIS judgment 
was correct. 


Instructions 
from general head- 


quarters were due- on Aug. 24, and 
General Lanrezac was told to await 
tJism. On the 23rd the Germans at- 
tacked fiercely. 
They broke through 


at the center and on the right. The 
battle of Charleroi raged three days. 
General Lanrezac divined the trap 
and had the courage to retreat with- 
out awaiting authorizat;on from Gen. 
Joffre. 
He saved the fifth Frendi 


army frrm disaster. 


Tie September .retreat followed, but 


with the fifth annj- intact.

then came the BntUe of Guise, v, hen 
Lanrezac was ordered to go to tho 
aid of the British. 
He armed in 


time to throw the German" luck.

Kluck bad- and tbe victory of the 
Marne, -which certainly determined 
the destiny of France, became pos- 
sible.

_ MOSCOW. Oct. 12.—Soviet KUJ 
sia's first 'ujjuistcr plenipotentiary 
to the American oiutlucut will arrive 
in Mexico in October, to assume bis 
new duties us envoy extraordinary to 
that country, now tbat Husso-Mcii- 
can relations are being restored. 


This move represents a departure 


in .Russia's foreign 
affairs, regarded 


bore as of high iuipotrauce. 


Although 
• the new Soviet minister 


to .Mexico, Stanlslav.- Pcstkovsky, is 
only 4., he baa already keld the re- 
sponsible position of assistant eoui- 
mis&ar for national minorities within 
the Soviet Union. 
He is of 1'olish 


birth. 


•In his first interview to the foreign 


press, the new' Kussian minister to 
Mexico described to the United Press 
his version of the significance of this 
departure. Pcstkovsky predicted that 
the resumption of liussia's relations 
with Mexico may have a considerable 
political aftermath. 


"No Central or South American na- 


tion hns heretofore made any seriou, 
attempt to restore norm;:! diplomatii 
relations with Kussia.'' he said. "Mex- 
ico is the first 'country to venture a 
decisive ftep in this direction. From 
the mere fact that 
Soviet 
Russia's 


diplomatic relations will be extended 
to the American continent', we may 
undoubtedly anticipate a strengthen- 
ing of the Soviet republic's position 


''The working masses of the Sov- 


iet republic, who wield the power in 
our state, have ihc most ardent sym- 
pathy for all nation.'! engaged in a 
«truxglc for tbeir independence. Con- 
sequently, ' their feeli. w= toward tbt 
Mexican people can only be the must 
cordial. 


"I do not d',»ubt that the resump- 


tion of diplomatic relations with Mex-

CACHE FOUND 


More Than 4,000 Coins In 


Discovery 


LONDON. Eng.—A 
joung arch- 


aeologist of Somerset, Mr. Godwin, of 
Portishcjd, has jus,t discovered al- 
uost 4,000 Roman coins buried in a 
field at Clapton-in-Uordano and be is 
adding to this number every day. 


Clapton-in-Gordano is three or four 


n.iles from Uristol and is a beautiful 
little tillage biug under the range of 
bills vibidi btictch troni the Avon 
Gorge to Clevcdei). 
Tbc field where 


this important find has been made is 
or u slope and gheu over to agricul- 
ture. 


Coin* viere tirst found there by a 


plowman two jeais ago, but the num- 
ber discovered then only amounted to 
some two dozen. 
About two weeks 


ngo Mr. Godwin beard 
that 
some 


more coins bad been unearthed and he 
went to the spot and, in it heavy rain, 
1 cgan "picking them up." 
Night fell, 


and still the joung enthusiast was 
finding coins: though he could nj 
longer see them, he knew what they 
•were by their feel. The neit day he 
returned 
to the place armed \vitb 


fork, a soil bitter and a small tin 
box for the coins. 
TVitb every bit 


of boil turned over more coins came 
to light, stuck together by fifties and 
hundreds, varying in size from a half- 
penny to a farthing, and apparently 
n-ade of some low-grade bronze. Even- 
tually it v.as discovered 
that 
the 


coins mutt have been originally placed 
in a skin bag (fragments of which 
•were found and then put into a large 
black unglazed urn, portions of which 
were also turned up. 
It seems that 


recent plowing had shattered the urn 
and partially torn the skin bag, thus 
dispersing some of the coins, about 
the field. 


The authorities at the British Mu 


scum in London ba\e examined a 
number of the coins and it is believed 
that tbev arc all of the third century 
A. D., though not all of the same 
empire. 
Careful cleannlg had made 


ciear Jhe images and inscriptions of 
j>urclian. Claudius, Tacitus, Probus 
and other's and an amazing variety 
of allegorical figures, such as For- 
tune and Victory, and symbols repre- 
senting altars. charioteer, eagles and 
rent.-iurs. to name but a few. It is 
thought that tbe number being found 
roa- recch the total of 4.00U. an im- 
mense board of coins to be discovered 
ar one place.
